Sao Paulo Governor Is 
Said To Be Fugitive 
From Seat of State Gov- 
ernment There. 


BY MORGAN EASTERLING. 

Buenos Aires, July 10.—Brazilian 
revolutionists at Sao Paulo have de- 
posed the Sao Paulo state government 
and a rebel force, headed by Juan 
Francisco, ig marching on Parana, 
hoping to unite with rebel groups 
there, according to dispatches from 
Port Alegre, Brazil. 

These dispatches, which are not 
confirmed, state that the Sao Paulo 
revolutionists plan to invade other 
States if they can join the Parana 
forces. 

State troops are being concentrated 
at Port Alegre, prepared to March 
at a moment’s notice, the dispatches 
report. 


Buenos Aires, July 10.—While cen- 
sored dispatches from Brazil report 
that the government is dominating 
the Sao Paulo rebellion, private and 
unconfirmed messages state that the 
mutinous army forces are in com- 
plete control of the state capital of 
| Sao Paulo, and that more units are 
joining the rebels. 

Observers here believe that the 
government forces probably are ‘get- 
ting the situation under control elow- 
ly, but that the rebels are putting 
up a tenacious struggle. 

Dead and wounded lie every where 
about the streets of Sao Paulo, ac- 
cording to private dispatches, and 
shortage of food is beginning to be 
felt in the city. 

Picks Up Governor. 

A Frenchman, arriving by motor 
at Santos, says that he met a person 
whom he believed to be the Sao Paulo 
governor walking along the road, and 
gave him a lift toward Santos. Other 
reports say that the governor is a 
prisoner of the rebels. 

It is also stated that the seat of 
government of the Sao Paulo. dis- 
trict. may be transferred to Santos, 
This would explain the official an- 
nouncement that Admiral Penido has 
been appointed civil and military 
governor of the zone. 

Army reserves in Santos are being 
called out, but it is said that they are 
not eager to fight. Three féderat 
battleships are now at Santos, and 
about 200 marines from these ships 
left Santos for Sao ”aulo Wednesday, 
No word hes been received as yet aa 
to whether they bave gotten into 4¢- 
tion. 

Reports from Santos state that 
about 500 people have arrived there 
by motor from Sao Paulo. They ure 
presumed to be refugees. Dispatches

Chicago, July 10.—Herman Il. 
Ekern, attorney general of Wisconsin, 
will probably have charge of arrange- 
ments for placing La Follette electors 
on the presidential ballots of the vari- 
ous states in November, Representa- 
tive John M. Nelson, national man- 
ager of.the La Follette campaign, an- 
nounced today. 

“We will make provision to meet 
especial: conditions in certain states,” 
he said. 

While La Follette electors are ex- 
pected to go on the ballot@ in many 
states, in some states, perhaps, the 
electors of the socialist party, which 
has endorsed Senator La Follette, will 
be sufficient, as in Oklahoma, where 
the time for filing names of electors 
now has passed. The same situation 
may exist in some other states, but 
neither La Follette nor socialist head- 
quarters has the necessary data as 
yet for working out their plans. In 
California the senator's name must be 
written in by the voters. In Tlinois 
and Nebraska petitions must bear at 
least 1,000 signatures, while 500 sig- 
natures are required in Iowa. One 
per cent of the voters is required on 
such a petition in Ohio and Missouri. 
In North Dakota only 300 names are 
necessary. Somewhat similar elee- 
tion laws exist in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, as to nomination peti- 
tions. In Kansas a convention must 
be held and 2,500 signatures obtained 
to nominate electors. 

Carlisle, an attorney, also is chair- 
man of the state executive committee 
of the progressive party of Missouri, 
his telegrgam follows in part: | 

“Nomination of Davis and Bryan | 
by democrats means you will he elect- | 
ed president in landslide.

THE WEATHER SERVICE. 


Perhaps few people realize that, 


in all its predictions, the national 
weather service is 88 per cent right. 
Yet these figures are said to be 
established by long observation and | 
careful verification in the five dis- 
tricts in which the territory of the 
United States is divided for mete- 
orological purposes. Since there are 
few human undertakings which can 
score 100 per cent success, the, 
weather bureau may be said to have | 
‘made quite a creditable showing | 
“since its establishment in 1870. | 
Pefore that time practically noth- | 
“ing was known of the applied sci- 
“ence of meteorology, and farming, 
‘travel and other forms of endeavor 
“proceeded by the old haphazard 
plan which had been followed since 
‘the beginning of human life upon 
“the earth. The United States 
‘weather bureau came -into being 
‘sas an insignificant branch of the 
army signal corps. It’s equipment 
was crude and limited, its workers, 
“with practically no data to guide 
“them, faced many difficulties and 
«made numerous mistakes, but by pa- 
@tience and fidelity to the task, slow- 
Sly found the road which led to the 
“success of today. Says a recent 
» writer on this subject: 


“It is doubtful whether the pioneers 
“realized the practical value of their 
% acience.> They could hardly foresee 
the day when forecasts, storm warn- 
‘ ings and the daily weather map would 
‘be closely involved with transporta- 
‘tion, industry and agriculture. To 

the safe and economical operation of 
railroads the weather service contrib- 
utes ita share; owners of motor truck 
fleets demand weather reports, so do 
.shipmasters and fishermen; the air 
“mail and aviators in general are as- 
‘sured a greater percentage of safety 
~by a foreknowledge of flying condi- 
“tions, while the farmer, ever fearful 
+ of crop damage, looks to the bureau 
to afford him a measure of protec- 
~ tion.” 

With the further development of 
‘the art of flying, the expansion of 
motor traffic and the intensified 
agriculture which the growth in 
population will demand, it will be 
seen that the weather service must 

become increasingly important.

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HEALTH TALKS} 


WRONG, NOT THE 
OIL. 

The human machine, especially 
when it is brand new, requires a par- 
ticular kind of fuel, pure, high-grade 
fuel, for satisfactory working, but con- 
trary to a popular notion it requires 
no oil at all. Unlike the flivver, the 
human machine is automatic in lubri- 
cation. To the average unprofessional 
nurse or social prescriber it probably 
seems strange that such a compli- 
cated process as alimentation—the in- 
gestion and absorption of nutriment 
and the excretion of the insoluble resi- 
due—should go on smoothly without 
even occasional oiling, especially in 
the case of the baby. But we must 
remember that these people start out 
with a morbid premise, namely, that 
because a baby’s voluntary muscles 
and mental development are weak and 
undeveloped his involuntary or auto- 


‘nomic functions must be weak, too— 


: 


and besides this false premise they 
generally harbor a varied assortment 
of plain every-day fishwife supersti- 
tions which, if not cast out by a lit- 
tle intelligence in the household, in- 
sure for the luckless infant a stormy 
existence, or perhaps a happy death. 

Death? Isn't that dragging a seri- 
ous matter ihto the discussion of a 
trivial condition? No. That is men- 
tioning a common, everyday outcome 
of the veriest ignorance in the care 
of babies. If we Americans did a 
little less boasting about our educa- 
tion and devoted the time thus saved 
to a study of the rudiments of hy- 
giene, perhaps we would not kill off 
such a frightfully lagge proportion of 
our young as we do at present. Here 
and there in the darkness a feeble 
candle glimmers, but even today you 
can count on your fingers the number 
of common schools where little girls 
are taught the care of the baby. Lies, 
myths and fairy tales are considere: 
the right kind of education for school 
children. 

From the constant compiaint 
mothers about the trouble they experi- 
ence in “regulating the baby’s bow- 
els” it seems clear that the main 
fault in the constipation of infants 
is with the fuel. In many cases sume 
inadequate food which happens to 
“agree’—that is to say the baby takes 
it all right—is alone responsible for 
the costiveness, and without an inkling 
of this the parents lightly resort to 
laxatives, purgatives, enemas and sup- 
positories, all of which merely add to 
the trouble. I repeat, and I] cannot 
repeat too often, that with rare ex- 
ceptions it is unnecessary and harmful 
to feed an infant any kind of physic 
or to resort to any other unnaturul 
means of exciting catharsis. It is 
downright cruel, though usual enough 
punishment, to string the baby along 
on some cheat food just because it 
“agrees” and then inflict purgatives 
and clysters on the helpless victim 
because his alimentary machinery 
doesn’t run well on the poor tuel. 
Just what constitutes the inadequate 
food it would not be healthy for me 
to specify here. Instead I will speci- 
fy what constitutes adequate and 
proper fuel for the brand new ma- 
chine. Human milk is baby food de 
luxe. If that is not available, then 
goats milk would be second choice. 
If that is not available, then cow's 
milk modffied to suit the individual 
requirements, is the third best baby 
food known. In the great majority of 
cases of constipation in infants there 
is some inadequate substitute for 
these foods responsible,

| U.S. Crude Oil Production 
Shows Decrease tor Week

Sew York, July 10.—Crude oil pro- 
duction in the United States for the 
week ending July 5 averaged 1,968,550 
barrels, a decrease compared with the 
previous week of 7,300 barrels, the 
American Petroleum Institute reports 
today. Imports of crude oil dropped 
230,714 barrels a da¥ to 370,857. 

Louisiana and Texas crude oil were 
cut 25 cents a barrel today following 
the recent price cuts first in Penn- 
svyivania and then in Mid-Continent. 
Gascline prices were also cut a cent 
a gallon today in Louisiana makirg 
the tank price at Shreveport 16 1-2 
and the filling station price 20 1-2. 

A new monthly hich record for pro- 
duction of gasoline was established in 
May, the government reports today «t 
780,194,019 callons. This is an in- 
crease of 25,000,000 gallons over 
Apml, which was a high record. A 
new high record was also established 
on June 1, in the supply of gasoline 
on hand, the figures being 1,.647,359.. 
835 gallons. This is a.gain of 39.- 
573.431 gallons over May 1. which 
was a new high record. The daily in- 
crease in gasoline for May compared 
with the corresponding period of 1925 
averaged 4,789,978 gallons, or 23.é 
per cent. Cold weather and slowing 
down in general trade causing increas- 
ing unemployment were responsible 
for the large increase in the coun- 
try’s gasoline supply during May.
